There w ill be no strike in the 
Missouri coal fields at this time if 
it can be averted by the m en, ac- 
bording

m iners’ union. 
President M itchell has taken a 
strong position a g iin st a strike and 
has ordered four Qdtional officers to 
ICansas C ity . 
They w ill arrive to­ 
day , say s the Kansas C ity J ournal, 
as follow s : 


Harry Bousfield, P ittsb u rg ,K as., 
national board member for Kansas ; 
C on K elliher, R en ick , M o., nation­

Thom as

of the Illinois M iners’ union. They 
w ill com e in an advisory capacity 
and w ill lend their efforts to secure 
an ag reem ent betw een the men and 
the operators. 


T h e state board of arbitration 
w ill m eet today in K ansas C ity , at 
the 
court 
house, 
and 
has 
sub* 
poenaed the officers of the m iners’ 
union and m any of the operators. 
N o 
arrang ement 
has y et been 
made for a resumption of the con­ 
ference betw een the men and the 
operators, but as m any of the oper­ 
ators are to be here today it is ex­ 
pected there w ill be no d fficulty in 
securing conferences w ith them. 
T he conferences were broken off 
last w eek because the men at sev­ 
eral of the m ines had refused to 
continue to work under the scale 
w hich existed Septem ber i. 
The 
officers ot the union had ag reed 
that w otk should continue under 
the old scale, and when a consider­ 
able number of the men refused to 
be bound by the ag reem ent of their 
officers 
the operators 
refused to 
continue the conference. 
A ll the miners are n ow back at 
w ork except those in the Trenton 
fields, and it is hoped that they 
w ill 
return today as a result 
of 
com m unications sert them y ester­ 
day by the district officers : 
A ll differences betw een operators 
and miners so far as they affect the 
cost of m ining coal have been elim i­ 
nated from the controversy , and 
the only points n ow at issue are 
the definition of certain clauses in 
last y ear’s contract. 
T h e miners 
say they 
suffered 
hardships last y etr because of m is­ 
interpretation of the contract by 
forem ea of some of the m ines and 
th ey dem and that the m eaning of 
different clauses be made so plain 
there can 
be 
no 
dispute. 
T he 
operators object to several of these 
chang es on the^ g round that their 
adaption w o u ld place the miners 
in 
too com plete control of the 
m ines, taking aw ay 
the 
proper 
rights' and discretionary powers of 
the operators. 
It is thoug ht, how ever, w ith the 
present feeling am ong the men, the 
k n ow n desire of President M itch­ 
ell that a strike be averted, and the 
w illin g n ess of the operators to sig n 
the 
scale of 
last y ear 
w ithout 
chang es, that an ag reem ent can be 
reached w hen the conferences are 
resumed.

The long search for Jim Wright 
and John Templeton, leaders ot the 


Wright band of mountain 
outlaws 


that 
have 
terrorized 
the 
border 


counties 
of 
Southwest 
Virginia 


and East Tennessee for years, came 


to 
an 
end 
Monday, 
when both 


W right and Templeton were slain 


by a posse of nine men 
reided by 


^Cputy Sheriff William Darter. 


The two outlaws, together with 


a son of Jim Wright, were located 


and surrounded at Piney 
Grove, 
Hawkins 
county, 
Tenn., 
at 
11 
o’ 
clock 
Sunday 
night. 
Wright, 
the head of the gang, escaped. 
A 
hot battle ensued between the posse 
on one side and Templeton and 
W rig h t’ 
s son on the other. A num­ 
ber of hhots were exchanged, when 
Templeton fell dying, a bullet hav­ 
ing penetrated his brain. 
' S' oung W right then ^surrendered, 
after having shot George Wolfe, a 
member of the posse, under the 
arm 
The posse kept on the alert 
and Monday morning located Jim 
Wright, when a fierce fight was 
wuged. 
W rigtt shot and wounded Jack 
Robinh' Mi. of the posse, in the arm, 
and thei 
^*11. dying himself as the 
result of a volley of shots aimed at 
him. 
W r^ ht’ 
s body was literally 
riddled. 
The bodies of the two despera­ 
does were taken to Gate City, Va., 
in a wagon,where hundreds of peo­ 
ple had assembled to view the re­ 
mains and to commend the posse 
for its effective work.
